As pointed out by the Applicants on page 8 in the Remarks that the cited prior art 
(Coutant et al. [6,665,671], Heisch [6,006,033] and Admitted Prior Art) taken alone or in 
combination fail to teach, in combination with the other claimed limitations, a computer- 
implemented method for optimizing an executable program having a plurality of functions and at 
least one function with a first name associated with executable code that implements the function 
at a first address and at least one linkage stub code segment having code that branches to the 
first address and a symbolic name by which the function is invoked in the program, comprising: 
searching a symbol table for an entry having a symbolic name that is a derivation of the first 
name and reading a linkage stub address associated with the symbolic name; ...replacing the 
target addresses of the branch instructions with the first address, wherein the first address is an 
address at which the code that implements the function is stored'' as recited in such a manner in 
the independent claims 1,15 and 16.
